The Disadvantage of a large Kit 

Jack Prescott 

(Internet Published) Jan 2001 

The reason why I fly a large kit, is because they are Tumblers, selectively bred for their 
ability to perform acrobatics simultaneously as a compact kit. To see such a large kit of 
pigeons of 50 plus presents a spectacular display when they all cascade together. A 
small kit of 3 - 5 could never present such a spectacle and in fact the greater number 
creates mass excitement which is highly conducive to a more vigorous form of 
acrobatics. 

A large kit tends to fly within sight of the loft and of course, this is ideal when a fancier 
wants to be enjoying the performance of his acrobatic pigeons If such a kit ranges out 
of sight there would be nothing to observe for most of the flying time. With Tipplers there 
are no i vobatics They have been bred for time on the wing Sometimes they fly very 
high wht n the weather allows, and this is a spectacle, but Tipplers often spend a lot of 
time toui ng a very wide area at not more than 500 feet altitude. In fact, if a kit of 
Tipplers does not range away and out of sight during the fly, it will not do anything like a 
marathon time. A small kit of 3 -5 encourages this essential long ranging 

The disadvantage of a large kit is that being so localised, they never develop their 
navigational abilities in the way that long-range pigeons do In fact a large kit may never 
see territory which is more than 1,000 feet away from the loft All is well until something 
happens to cause the large kit to leave the loft area or in excess of 1,000 feet Typically, 
extremely high flying often involves some drifting. A scare by a Falcon may cause the kit 
to bolt out of the area After a very long spell when the wind has blown from just one 
direction, a sudden change of wind direction may cause the kit to fly over territory, which 
it has not seen for a long time. This confuses the pigeons and they may drift further 
away Having never really developed their homing instinct they could be lost. Only the 
fittest or the luckiest will pick up some kind of magnetic pull and work their way back 
home, but such a fly away often results in the loss of a few pigeons 

Of course, if the drift extends and darkness falls, no one knows what may happen to 
even the best of them Beware then of these long spells of a fairly consistent wind 
direction In England this is always from the South to West quarter The danger comes 
when the winds change to the North and East quarter very suddenly According to my 
records such kits involved in such a fyaway return in a stressed condition from which it 
takes a few days for them to recover.

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Hawk or Falcon

In certain areas of Britain the Peregrine falcons have had great effect upon pigeon 
flying Northern Ireland, one of the few hot spots that still remains, is effected Bristol in 
the South West of England, was a hot spot for Tipplers and highflying Tumblers, but 
now the Falcons have caused almost every man to give up trying to fly. Wales was a 
country where many men kept Tipplers, but not any longer. The same story prevails in 
many other late hot spot areas, including Birmingham and district, which certainly is the 
pigeon city of England. 

These Falcons were rare after WWII and the use of DDT was said to be responsible. 
After DDT was banned the Falcons slowly started to multiply as a highly protected 
species Not only that but conservationists introduced them into areas where they had 
not been seen before, much to the wrath of pigeon men. 

The reports about such attacks included in Tippler Newsletters Worldwide are 
misleading Usually in a fly report it mentions a hawk attack so there is confusion 
because a lot of men cannot tell the difference between a hawk and a falcon. Some men 
of Britain will declare that a sparrow hawk has attacked their pigeons and ruined the 
contest fly I agree that a chase by anything can ruin fly or cause individuals to bolt and 
get lost It is remarkable how some men say that a sparrow hawk has actually killed a 
Tippler at some altitude in the open sky This I find very hard to believe 

The sparrow hawk is fairly common in Sheffield, but rarely ever attacks fit domestic 
pigeons When it does the attacks are sneak, surprise, ambush attacks on pigeons on 
the loft top or on the ground, I have never seen a sparrow hawk chasing a pigeon in the 
open or in clear flight Any such chases take place in the open were always by peregrine 
falcons However some men have said a Sparrow hawk was responsible 

I find it very difficult to tell the difference between a Sparrow hawk and a falcon unless at 
very close range The sparrow hawk female and the peregrine male are tlie same size, 
which IS only the size of a racing pigeon. The difference is the sharply pointed wings of 
the Falcon and the slightly rounded wing tips of the hawk. At about 200 feet high and 
300 feet range I cannot tell the difference. 

In my own experience the intrusion into my air space by a hawk or a Falcon will cause 
my kit of pigeons to panic and fly wide A hawk that ignores my kit and goes on its way is 
not a problem, and, my kit soon settles down. However, a falcon soon identifies itself 
and chases after individuals at terrific speed at altitudes o' between 150 feet and 2,000 
feet. Fit pigeons evade these chases just as the Peregrine tries to grab them from the 
side or from underneath Usually the pigeons dive to the loft or to cover where the 
peregrine will not try to attack The peregrine will continue to chase loose pigeons - one 
at a time - until it realises that the pigeons are too smart and then it will fly away in 
search of easier prey However, woe betides any young or unfit pigeon that is not quick 
enough 

My own complaints are not the kills but the ruination of exerases and the losses caused 
by panic stricken fly aways Anything at all that causes a panic and a fly away can cause 
losses All fit pigeons of highflying type are apt to be very highly-strung and nervous It 
doesn't take much to cause a stampede Even a change a wind or weather can do it. 

I'd reckon that the American version of ou' Sparrow hawk is the Coopers hawk, but I 


have failed to get any really expert advice on Coopers hawk attacks. Our British 
peregrine. I believe is precisely like the Amencan version in all-relevant details 
Worldwide there are geographical versions, but all of them are the same in that they are 
the number one menace, if not as killers, certainly as a nuisance

The fastest hour, the most nerve wrecking hour, is the hour when the contesting Tippler 
man declares his time and starts to try and get his kit of Tipplers down He has 60 nerve 
wrecking minutes to get all of his kit members down within bounds and inside of his loft 
otherwise he is disqualified, and there are no tolerances A very, very harsh and severe 
rule if the tolerance is only a few minutes in excess. 

Great Tippler men have fallen foul of this rule and have suffered the penalties and 
consequences. They have my sincere and deepest sympathies. In certain cases, such 
men have been subjected to hostile or severe supervision, which is only fair if all other 
competitors are subjected to the some kind of supervision i am unhappy to say that they 
are not. 

Apart from that there is a problem that all men have who fly the several issues of so 
called high flying pigeons will encounter. For some reason understandable or ridiculous 
these pigeons will fly erratically and often at a ridiculously high altitude and run out of 
daylight, perhaps to be lost overnight or forever Sometimes a man may get them down 
pretty close to the loft but cannot quite coax them into the loft - certainly not within the 
one hour time limit, and all to often such idiots are out all night. A man may put it down 
to extreme nervousness, lack of control, lack of training, overfeeding, or stupidity 

Nevertheless, when a man flies into dark or bad light he must expect some kind of 
trouble as there is no logic in the mind of Tipplers and most other pigeons. That much I 
can guarantee. 

It is proven that the very best and most honourable fall down on the "Down and Inside" 
rule within the allowed hour They have certainly flown the time but have fallen down on 
a technicality Nevertheless, it's a hard and fast rule, as most rules are!

Guinea Fowl Club Meeting 

Wapakoneta, OH, March 17,2001 

A meeting of those persons who are interested in getting Guinea Fowl 
admitted to the American Standard of Perfection (ASOP) took place at 11 
A M. on March 17, 2001 at Wapakoneta, OH. Present were Jonathan Romig, 
Jeffrey Romig, Donald R. Perrin, Sam Brush, Robert Rhodes, Danny 
Padgett, Chris McGeorge, George Schroeder, Ruth Binkley, the Rev. Roland 
Romig, and S. Robert Powell. The meeting was under the direction of Rev. 
Romig (acting president) and S. R. Powell (acting secretary/treasurer). 

It was regularly moved (Perrin) and seconded (Rhodes) that a Guinea Fowl 
Club (GFC) be formed for the sole purpose of getting Guinea Fowl admitted 
to the American Standard of Perfection. The motion carried. 

Robert Powell reviewed the requirements for admitting breeds and varieties 
to the American Standard of Perfection (Article VI, 2 of the APA By-Laws). 
One of those requirements is as follows: “Affidavits shall be included from 
not less than five breeders stating that they have bred the breed or variety for 
not less than five years and that it produces not less than 50% of all 
specimens reasonably true to type, color, size and comb. 

Robert then showed the group the letter of March 4, 2001 that Curtis R. 
Oakes (Cochranton, PA) had sent to him and the Rev. Romig. In that letter 
(copy attached to these minutes), Curtis Oakes expresses his support for the 
Guinea Fowl standardization process and describes his 30 years of 
experience in breeding and showing Guinea Fowl. Curtis also asks several 
important questions that will have to be answered as the standardization 
process unfolds (Who will determine and write the Standard? Who will 
judge the qualifying meet? What varieties will be admitted? etc.). 

Provisional list of persons (in addition to those present at the meeting) who 
have expressed an interest in seeing Guinea Fowl admitted to the ASOP: 
Craig Russell, Clearview Hatchery in Graz, PA (David Hartman), Fay 
Forward, Curtis Oakes, Bernard Gill, Larry Urban, Steve Wolansek (?), 
Mason Hatchery in Iowa (reference from Don Perrin), and Duane Urch. 

Jonathan and Jeffrey R imig will collect and synthesize data on who raises 
the various varieties of Guinea Fowl and how long they have raised them. 



Everyone who raises Guinea Fowl should furnish the Romig boys with the 
appropriate data for their records. 

Rev. Romig reported that it was his father, Arthur Romig, who created Coral 
Blue Guinea Fowl. Roland was 8 or 9 years old at the time. Arthur Romig 
and Cyril Menges were friends. 

The names of two possible judges for the Guinea Fowl qualifying meet were 
suggested from the floor: Walt Leonard and Don Krahe. 

The question was asked: Should a Guinea Fowl judge be required to handle 
trie birds during judging? A decision will have to made on this question. 

The question was asked: Can Guinea Fowl be shown if pinioned? 

A decision will have to be made on this question. 

Danny Padgett pointed out that it will cost about $50 per variety to place the 
text of the Guinea Fowl standard in the American Standard of Perfection. 

A discussion took place on what varieties of Guinea Fowl should be 
admitted to the ASOP. Robert Powell said that he thought it would be a 
good idea to focus on getting two or three varieties admitted in the first 
efforts, probably Pearl, White, and Lavender. The group agreed that that was 
a good idea. After those three varieties were admitted, the club could then 
focus on some of the other varieties (Coral Blue, Purple, Dundotte, Slate, 
Buff, Chocolate, Brown, etc ). 

From Robert Powell: In an article (“More on Guinea Fowl”) in the February 
2001 issue (p. 5) of Feather Fancier , John Gohm remarks that “there are 
actually over 20 different colors of Guinea Fowl available today? One place 
in the U.S. even claims to have over 29 different colors available.” Some of 
the unusual varieties mentioned by Gohm arc Pewter, Opaline, and Brown 
(range from a light pale brown to a darker shade of brown, but having the 
common spotted feather patterns of the Pearls). 

Rev. Romig: “Cyril Menges and Arthur Romig both raised Lakenpurs 
(white-breasted purple). Silver Wings (they should not be called “Pieds”) are 
white-breasted Pearls.”

• Rev. Romig suggested that we grandfather-in all present licensed judges 
who are interested in judging Guinea Fowl and present them with a copy 
of the standard for Guinea Fowl when completed. 

• Rev. Romig also suggested that we develop 25 questions (like the present 
Turkey exam) on Guinea Fowl for all new judges to answer.

• Rev. Romig said that he would sponsor, in memory of Arthur Romig, the 
paintings of Coral Blues

in response to getting Guinea Fowl Standardized. This will be a large 
and I am thanking you and Robert in advance for spearheading this meeting. 


I have been breeding and showing guineas for 30 years. 1 have raised. Pearl, White, 
Lavender, Royal Purple and 1 am currently breeding Buff Dundot. As with poultry, one 
will find that guineas can oe improved through selective breeding. I support the 
standardization of this fowl. However, there are several obstacles that must be addressed 


as follows: 


1. Should the APA Board of Directors decide to admit guinea fowl, (who will pay 
the printing costs, etc.)? Sponsors will have to be solicited. Feed companies 
and hatcheries are some suggestions where we might start. 

2. Who will determine and write the Standard description? I recommend that a 
team of breeders adapt the already printed Standard from Europe. 

3 Who will be qualified to judge guinea fowl and how will they be tested? 1 feel 
that all current judges should have to attend a seminar and sign that they have 
completed said seminar. New judges would be tested in the same manner that 
other poultry tests are administered. 

4 What varieties will be admitted? I suggest: Pearl, White, Lavender, Buff 
Dundot and maybe Royal Purple to start. Others can be added as interest grows. 

5. Where and how will the qualifying meet or meets be held? I suggest holding a 
meet for one or two varieties at different shows. This will not over burden any 
one show with several hundred guineas. 

Again, thank you for working on this worthwhile cause.

1 am writing in response to getting Guinea Fowl Standardized. This will be a large 
undertaking and I am thanking you and Robert in advance for spearheading this meeting. 

I have been breeding and showing guineas for 30 years. I have raised. Pearl, White, 
Lavender, Royal Purple and 1 am currently breeding Buff Dundot. As with poultry, one 
will find that guineas can be improved through selective breeding. 1 support the 
standardization of this fowl. However, there are several obstacles that must be addressed 
as follows: 


1 Should the APA Board of Directors decide to admit guinea fowl, (who will pay 
the printing costs, etc.)? Sponsors will have to be solicited. Feed companies 
and hatcheries are some suggestions where we might start. 

2. Who will determine and write the Standard description? I recommend that a 
team of breeders adapt the already printed Standard from Europe. 

3 Who will be qualified to judge guinea fowl and how will they be tested? 1 feel 
that all current judges should have to attend a seminar and sjgn tha* tney have 
completed said seminar. New judges would be tested in the same manner that 
other poultry tests are administered. 

4 What varieties will be admitted? I suggest: Pearl, White, Lavender, Buff 
Dundot and maybe Royal Purple to start. Others can be added as interest grows. 

5 Where and how will the qualifying meet or meets be held? I suggest holding a 
meet for one or two varieties at different shows. This will not over burden any 
one show with several hundred guineas. 

Again, thank you for working on this worthwhile cause.

HALL OF FAME EXHIBITC IS: To be named an APA Hall of Fame Exhibitor, a 
fancier must earn at least one thousand Master Exhibitor points. 
Congratulations to Bill Ryan (NY) and Twin Cedar Farm (DE) on being named 
Hall of Fame Exhibitors by the APA. At the APA semiannual on March 17-18, at 
Wapakoneta, OH, hosted by the West Central Ohio Poultry Breeders 
Association, they were both presented their APA commemorative plaques by APA 
president Pat Malone. 

Two other fanciers from District 2 were named Hall of Fame Exhibitors some 
time ago: Art Lundgren (NY) and Curtis Oakes (PA) . Congratulations (belated) 
to Art Lundgren and Curtis Oakes on being named APA Hall of Fame Exhibitors. 

HONOR/LIFETIME ACHIEVEMENT AWARD: Congratulations also to District 2 native 
son, George H. Schroeder, on being presented an APA Honor/Lifetime 
Achievement award. The presentation took place at the APA general membership 
meeting on March 17 at Wapakoneta, OH. 

George Schroeder is a life member of the APA, having joined about 1940. On 
July 5, 1949, he became an APA general-licensed judge (#868) . In 1950, at 
the request of Paul Ives, he judged the national meet of the Plymouth Rock 
club at. the Boston show, and with that he began a 50-year career as one of 
the most highly respected APA general-licensed poultry judges in America. 

He was a charter member of the Wayne County (PA) Poultry Fanciers' 
Association ("The Cocky Crowd")—an innovative, adventuresome, and 
courageous group of poultry fanciers, and very probably the most celebrated 
poultry association in America in the 1940s and 1950s. The Cocky Crowd 
sponsored not only the 17 widely renowned Honesdale Summer Shows in the 
period 1942-1959, but also hosted, in Honesdale, the 76th national meet and 
convention of the APA (June 21-25, 1949) and four semiannual meets (1949, 
1952, 1954, and 1955) of the ABA in the seven-year period, beginning in 
1949.

Among the key figures in the Cocky Crowd over the years were George 
Schroeder, James Rutherford, Robert Box, Russell C. Wildenstein, Oscar 
Blake, Robert Southerton, Ray Terwilliger, Harry M. Blake, Walter Simmons, 
Percy Wilmarth, Wesley Orth, William Kinzinger, Warren Smith, and Andy 
Dukerich. 



On Saturday, June 25, 1949, at the joint APA/ABA meet (APA 76th annual)/ABA 
3rd semiannual) in Honesdale, the Cocky Crowd sponsored and organized a 
poultry parade down Honesdale's Main Street. In the parade, the chairman of 
which was Robert Southerton, were 16 bands and drum and bugle corps, 50 
floats, fire equipment, antique cars, cavalry, the color guard of veterans 
groups. Boy and Girl Scouts, a troop of mounted police, 3 companies of 
infantry, town officials, a float on which were displayed James Rutherford's 
celebrated standard Columbian Rocks, and open convertibles in which rode ABA 
and APA officials. Ten thousand people lined the street for the poultry 
parade. 

The APA, the ABA, and the Wayne County Fanciers Association, working 
independently as well as together, repeatedly made poultry history in 
Honesdale in the 1940s and 1950s. Throughout the period, George Schroeder 
was a key player and significantly contributed to the successes achieved by 
all three organizations. 

So popular with poultry fanciers all across America did the Honesdale summer 
shows become that Frank L. Gary, then president of the American Bantam 
Association, was prompted to remark, at the Saturday night banquet at the 
1954 Honesdale Summer Show: "It would be a terrible thing in a fancier's 
life not to be able to come to the Honesdale Summer Show." 


In the 1940s and 1950s, George bred and exhibited White Cochin bantams 
(bloodline of Art V. Granger, South Bend, IN) . In 1955, at the Jamestown, NY 
show, he won, for the third time (previously won at the New York shows in 
January and December 1949), the New York/ABA Gold Trophy (cast in bronze and 
gold plated) for best cock, hen, cockerel, pullet, and trio of one variety 
on White Cochin bantams. Four engravings of George Schroeder's White Cochins 
were created by Arthur O. Schilling, who was George Schroeder's mentor. 

In later years, George bred and exhibited Black Cochin bantams (bloodline of 
D. Ross Blanford, Kansas City and Albuquerque) . In 1994, he was named a 
Master Breeder and Exhibitor (#174) of Black Cochin bantams by the ABA. 

From 1950 to 1990, he served as poultry superintendent at the Wayne County 
Fair. During these years, he also served, for an unprecedented two terms, as 
president of the Pennsylvania Poultry Federation. 

From 1990 to 1999, he served as the president of the Wayne County fair. 
During George's time as president, Richard Laabs served as poultry 
superintendent at the fair. In 2000, George Schroeder again became the 
poultry superintendent at the Wayne County Fair. 

When not raising a family or raising, showing, promoting, and judging 
poultry, George Schroeder worked for over 30 years, starting in 1950, as a 
field representative for Limestone Products Corporation, Newton, NJ. 

District 2 is indeed proud of George Schroeder. Congratulations—and hats 
off—to George Schroeder: poultry breeder, exhibitor, promoter, and judge.

The Directors meeting went well. 

Effective immediately, if the Columbus group, or any other poultry club, 
allows a judge to both judge and show, the APA will regard the show in 
question as non-sanctioned and will not accept the show report. No points 
will be awarded to anyone. 

Given the fact that the exhibitors who showed at Columbus last Fall did so 
in good faith (never suspecting that the show management would violate the 
APA's by-laws by a ! lowing judges to both show and judge), the Board decided 
not to penalize the exhibitors at that show, and so points earned at that 
show will be awarded. 

On the matter of Halbach and Mager judging and showing at Columbus: The 
Board said that Halbach was covered by the clause "... except in an 
emergency situation, as determined by the show committee." Mager was in 
clear violation of the by-laws. He will be reprimanded in writing by the 
judges licensing committee. 

On the matter of scoring judge apprentices exams: All agreed that the exams 
shoald be graded more quickly. I believe the conclusion was that the exams 
should be scored and the candidates notified within 30 days of the exam. 

Nona (I think it was) said that "even though the exams appear to be 
objective, they're not. With some questions there's a degree of subjectivity 
involved." I disagree. An answer is either true or false. A specific feature 
of a bird is either a "defect," a disqualification," or "ideal." I don't see 
any reason why an exam couldn't be graded and the candidate notified of the 
results on the same day that he or she takes the exam. 

The 2003 semiannual will be hosted by the Virginia Poultry Breeders 
Association. 

No connnercial ads will be allowed in "News and Views." No ads from 
cockfighting groups will be accepted by the APA for the APA Yearbook. 

Vi Halbach was given permission to send the old APA minutes to the National 
Agricultural Library in Beltsville, MD 

The Board approved of S. Robert Powell's membership recruitment flyer and 
will make available copies of the flyer at shows and through the APA office. 

Powell was given a green light to draft letters of support from the APA for 
use by individuals encountering difficulties with zoning regulations and/or 
animal rights groups. Powell was also given permission to draft a list of 
guidelines and procedures for use by poultry clubs who are interested in 
hosting annual or semiannual meets of the APA. Powell will present drafts of 
these documents to Board members before the annual meeting in Nebraska. 
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The Legislative Committee will be a permanent committee, the three members 
of which shall be chosen by the Board of Directors. 

Sam reported that the corrections to the ASOP have been made and that the 
next printing of the book should be available by mid-year.

RE: Yearbook ad rates for 2002 

At our board meeting in Ohio on March 16th I accepted the task of working with Loma and our Finance 
Ways & Means Committee to set ad rates for our 2002 Yearbook. Somehow, r had it in my mind that 
our rates were considerably less that the A.B.A. Yearbook rates, and that if we just adjusted our rates to 
mirror their rates we would be in good shape for next year. Such would require little thinking and 
consideration; a sort of “slam dunk” so to speak. But such is not the case (see enclosed rate schedule for 
both A.B.A. and A.P.A.). This is only my second mistake this year so please cut me a little slack. 

Our goal is to increase our ad revenue and not run off many of our advertisers with prices that are too 
high. By the way, ad rates have remained the same during my administration, so it has been at least three 
years since any adjustment has been made. I think this calls for us to put on our thinking caps and 
consider this matter carefully, so 1 am involving our Yearbook Committee members as well as the 
Finance Committee members. The commitment was to complete this task in time to be included in the 
summer, NEWS & VIEWS. 

Also, I have asked Loma to carefully consider whether moving our Yearbook deadline a month earlier to 
January 31 s ' has had a negative impact, positive impact, or is no factor. If moving the date is part of the 
problem we need to know that and consider changing back to March l sl as a deadline. 

What I would like for you to dc is, sometime during the month of April, send me you suggestions for an 
ad rate schedule that you believe would increase revenue but not run off our advertisers. On May I s ' I 
will send you two or three proposals to vote on in order to make a final decision.

This letter is to communicate to you the decisions made at the A.P.A. board ot 
director’s meeting on March 16 th , 2001 tha, relate to the work of the Judge License 
Committee. 

First, regarding the request of Mr. Gary Phillips, ARTICLE V, Section 1, 
paragraph g, addresses his situation other than the three (3) year membership 
requirement specified in paragraph a. While the board would have liked to honor 
your committee’s request for a waiver, they felt it important to uphold the three (■») 
year membership requirement. To do otherwise would probably reopen the can of 
worms for other long time breeders in the U.S. and Canada to ask for the same 
waiver. Paragraph g was added several years ago after receiving a request from a 
judge in South Africa, but he was a longtime AP.A. member. We agree that Mr. 
Phillips is qualified to take the exam after meeting the membership requirement. 

Regarding the recommendation made by Judge Bart Pals (mailed to you gentlemen 
earlier), this matter is referred to the Judge License Committee for study. I will 
tell you that our collective opinion is that the process has more credibility when 
more than one person is involved (like the CPA, bar exam, board medical exams, 
etc). As it turns out, the real issue is the amount of time it takes to score an exam 
and report the results to the judge candidate. Several directors had been contacted 
at some point about this. Our request is for your committee to look at our process 
and see if there are any ways the process could be speeded up On idea mentioned 
was for the completed exam to be copied and mailed to committee members so 
that all three of you could be grading that exam at the same time. We leave this in 
you hands to evaluate whether the time can be shortened without compromising 
the process. 

Every director expressed great appreciation for the work of you men! Thank you 
for your willingness to serve. 1 would be happy to discuss either of the items

It was certainly good to meet you and get to visit with you personally at 
Wapakoneta. Everyone who had spoken to me regarding you had said 
that you were absolutely a straight shooter, and that was already my 
impression when I received your prompt and very complete reply to my 
letter of February 5 lh , 2001. 

It has taken me a while since Wapakoneta to get my ducks in a row so 
to speak before answering your letter of February 10 , 2001. Namely, 
(1)1 needed to get the article written for the Spring NEWS & VIEWS 
that the board asked me to write and (2) I needed to get the by-law 
amendment worked out with our Constitution and By-Laws Committee, 
also for publication in the Spring NEWS & VIEWS. Copies of both 
these documents are enclosed, and these should help clarify the matter 
of judges both showing and judging at the same show. I suggest that 
you read these before continuing with this letter. 

Regarding the November, 2000 Ohio National Show, the situations with 
Harry Halbach and Kirk Keene both meet the letter and the spirit of the 
by-law regarding judging and showing at the same show. Henry Mager 
did not meet acceptable criteria. Neither he nor the Ohio National can 
say, “Kings X, I am not an A.P.A. judge today.” 

As you can see by the enclosed article, we are not penalizing the 2000 
Ohio National Show nor your exhibitors that are A.P.A. members. But 
from this point forward this by-law article WILL BE enforced at all 
poul ry shows with an A.P.A. sanctioned meet, regardless of whether it 
is a club meet or an annual meet 

i believe you when you say that future Ohio Nationals will be careful to 
operate within the approved A.P.A. rules. 1 do not anticipate any 
additional changes in the rules, but will inform you quickly should any 
rules change.

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“How come I didn’t get my A.P.A. exhibitor points at... ?” 
by Pat Malone 

I wish that no A.P.A. director or officer ever had to answer that 
question. But we do. There are several reasons why an A.P.A. 
member who showed in good faith at XYZ Show might lose their 
exhibitor points and other special A.P.A. awards. 

First, let me say that for any club/show to have a successful 
A.P.A. meet (club, state, district, etc.) two things must be true. (1) 
In order to receive an A.P.A. meet the club/show must be “an 
associate member in good standing of the A.P.A.” (By-Laws 
ARTICLE VII, Section 1). (2) In order for exhibitors to receive 
their exhibitor points and other special A.P.A. awards the club 
must “hold its show according to the rules of the A.P.A.” (same 
by-law article). #2 is where we are experiencing difficulty. 
Sometimes the problem is a show fails to turn in a show report. In 
any case, A.P.A. members are the losers when a show fails to 
follow the rules because the consequence is the A.P.A. meet was 
nullified. A rule without a consequence is no rule at all. 

In March, 2000, at Salt Lake City, Utah the A.P.A. board of 
directors voted in Paragraph f of by-law ARTICLE VII, Section 3. 
This paragraph begins “Judges shall not be allowed to judge and 
show at any A.P.A. sanctioned meet except in an emergency 
situation . . .” To date no A.P.A. members have lost points 
because of this rule being violated, but beginning immediately this 
rule, like all the others, is going to be strictly enforced. So if a 
show with an A.P.A. meet allows this to happen the A.P.A. meet is 
null and void and the exhibitors lose any points earned at that 
show. 

Paragraph f allows one exception to the above rule, namely 
“except in an emergency situation, as determined by the show 
committee.” To clear up any ambiguity we plan to amend this by¬ 
law paragraph by defining an emergency. “A n emergency exists 
w hen a judge list ed in the show catalogue cancels after the entry 
deadline has passed, when the number of entries indicate a n 
additional |udg e(s) should be added, or when a judge canno t 
complete ms/her assignment during a show .” The statement “as 
determined by the s how committee ” will be removed. Our 
Constitution and By-Laws Committee will be working to 
implement this amendment. 

One further clarification calls for the following statement to be 
added at the end of paragraph f, “A judge may show in an ope n 
sh ow and judge a simultaneous junior show that is separate from 
t he open show.” Many of our apprentice judges gain valuable 
experience judging junior shows. And some licensed judges even 




prefer judging junior shows because they enjoy working with 
young people who are eager to leant. 

Another rule that is not being followed by some shows is 
ARTICLE VII, Section 3, Paragraph a, which says “All judges at 
any sanctioned meet must be members in good standing of the 
A.P.A.” They don’t all have to be licensed A.P.A. judges, but all 
judges MUST BE A.P.A. members. Some A.B.A. judges are not 
presently members of the A.P.A. And both organizations have the 
same rule, so this is a problem for both the A.P.A. and A.B.A. The 
two association secretaries are working together to compile a list of 
judges to help show officials know who is a member of what and 
who is licensed to judge what. If you hire a judge who fails to 
meet this criteria all exhibitors who won A.P.A. awards will be 
affected. 

Our goal is to help every A.P.A. member and every show with an 
A.P.A. meet to succeed. And while every member may not agree 
with every single rule it is critical that every rule be enforced as 
long as it is a rule. To do otherwise would be a travesty. If you 
don’t agree with a rule, work with your district director to get it 
changed. In the mean time, observe the rules presently in effect to 
prevent heartache for yourself and others that will be affected.

Dear Ernie: 

There was one additional item from our A.P.A. board of directors that I 
need to share with you, Emmett, and Jim as our Judge License 
Committee. However, until I could get a couple of related matters 
handled, this letter was premature. 

You have probably heard that we had a situation of judges both showing 
and judging at the Ohio National last November. Enclosed is a copy of 
my letter of inquiry to Eric Markley (show secretary), his response to 
me, and my reply to him today regarding our board decision in the 
matter. Enclosed also (1) is a copy of the article I have written for the 
Spring, 2001, NEWS & VIEWS and (2) a copy of the by-law 
amendment to help clarify the by-law paragraph on judges both showing 
and judging at the same show. 

Bottom line, Henry Mager was in violation of ARTICLE VII, Section 3, 
paragraph f of the by-laws. The board voted to refer Judge Mager to the 
Judge License Committee for some action. We would suggest a letter 
stating that his actions were in violation of A.P.A. rules, and that a 
repeat violation would call for disciplinary action from the Judge 
License Committee. 

After you have had time to digest the enclosed info I would be happy to 
answer any questions from any of you gentlemen regarding this matter. 

It is the hope of our officers and directors that the actions we have taken 
will put this matter behind us and will communicate to both poultry 
shows and A.P.A. judges that we intend to enforce this rule the same as 
any other. We are being lenient in this case since this is a relatively new 
by-law, but both shows and judges have had fair warning that this by¬ 
law will be enforced as long as it remains on the books.

Given the fact that the exhibitors who showed at Columbus last Fall did so 
in good faith (never suspecting that the show management would violate the 
APA's by-laws by allowing judges to both show and judge), the Board decided 
not to penalize the exhibitors at that show, and so points earned at that 
show will be awarded. 


On the matter of Halbach and Mager judging and showing at Columbus: The 
Board said that Halbach was covered by the clause ". . . except in an 
emergency situation, as determined by the show committee." Mager, however, 
was in 

clear violation of the by-laws. He will be reprimanded in writing by the 
judges licensing committee. 

On the matter of scoring judge apprentices exams: All agreed that the exams 
should be graded more quickly. I believe the conclusion was that the exams 
should be scored and the candidates notified within 30 days of the exam. 

Nona Shearer (I think it was) said that "even though the exams appear to be 
objective, they're not. With some questions there's a degree of subjectivity 
involved." I disagree. An answer is either true or false. A specific feature 
of a bird is either a "defect," a disqualification," or "ideal." I don't see 
any reason why an exam couldn't be graded and the candidate notified of the 
results on the same day that he or she takes the exam. 

The 2003 semiannual will be hosted by the Virginia Poultry Breeders 
Association.

My carefully prepared 
presentation went un-stated and un-heard. I had with me several hundred 
copies of a "George Schroeder commemorative flyer" chat I had planned to 
distribute to all present after the presentation.

Given the fact that the Department of Agriculture has not been able/willing 
to provide you with any concerte information, I'm not sure how you can find 
the informtion that you seek on poultry houses within some proximity to 
Pittsburg. Maybe some of the big feed companies (Agway, Blue Seal) would be 
useful? 


As you probably know, the weekly publication "Lancaster Farming" has a vast 
circulation in the commonwealth. Perhaps an ad from Industrial Scientific 
Corporation in "Lancaster Farming" would open a few doors for you? There may 
be people out there who run big commercial poultry houses who would be very 
pleased to have you install, on a trial basis, some sensors for BETA testing 
in their plants.

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The Chicken: It Came. It Cluckeu. It Conquered. 


By WILLIAM GRIMES 

O NE day in the dead of winter, I 
looked out my back window and 
saw a chicken. It was jet black with a 
crimson watde, and it seemed unaware 
that it was in New York City. In classic 
barnyard fashion, it was scratching and 
pecking and clucking. 

I looked closer, blinked a few times and 
shrugged off the apparition. Birds come 
and go. Usually they're pigeons, not 
chickens, but like other birds, this one had 
wings and would probably use them. Or 
so I thought. 

Two months later if s still there. Not only 
is it still there, but I'm also feeding it, and 
it's feeding me, at the rate of five eggs a 
week. I have made the transition from 
homeowner to fanner, from food 
consumer to food producer. All because of 
one mysterious chicken that came and 
wouldn't leave. 

The protagonist of this story has no name 
It is known simply as the Chicken, a 
nonname that seems right, considering its 
obscure origins. How it came to a small 
backyard in Astoria, Queens, remains a 
matter of conjecture. The chicken made its 
first appearance next door, home to a 
multitude of cabdrivers from Bangladesh 
My wife, Nancy, and 1 decided that they 
had bought the chicken and were fattening 
it for a feast. That hypothesis fell into 
doubt when the chicken hopped the fence 
and began roaming around our yard. It 
began pacing the perimeter of the yard 
with a proprietary air, sizing things up 
with a shiny, appraising eye that said, I've 
seen better, but I've seen worse.

We now had a chicken Very nice But what next 1 ’ 
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Eating it was out of the question. As a restaurant critic and an animal lover, I 
subscribe to a policy of complete hypocrisy. Serve fish or fowl to me in any 
way, shape or form, but don't ask me to watch the killing. Once I meet it, I 
don't want to eat it. Besides, Nancy and 1 had come up with another origin 
theory that roused our protective instincts. The chicken, we concluded, had 
escaped from a live poultry market about four blocks away. It was on the run. 

Our hearts went out to the brave little refugee Returning it to the market 
would be tantamount to murder. Eat it? Never. We had to save it. 

Both of us suddenly realized, however, that we knew quite a bit about the 
consumption side of the chicken equation, and absolutely nothing about the 
production side. We didn't yet know whether our chicken was male or female, 
for one thing. It didn't crow in the morning, and it didn't have a comb, so 
female seemed a safe bet. But then again neither of js had ever had to answer 
the question. 

The sex enigma was only one of many. Would the chicken freeze to death out 
there? What do chickens eat? Do they have to live in a coop? Do chickens get 
lonely without other chickens? Do they need roosters to lay eggs? As I racked 
my brain for chicken knowledge, about the only thing I dredged up was a 
piece of trivia: they are easy to hypnotize. I knew this because A1 Gore often 
recalled happy days in Tennessee when he would line up chickens on a porch 
and put them into a trance. 

A colleague put me in touch with a real-life farmer, Steve Townley of M lford, 

NJ. He poured balm over my anxieties. "Chickens will eat just about 
anything," he said. "They'll eat vegetables. They'll even eat grass." Cold, it 
seemed, would not kill my chicken off. "They just fluff their feathers," Mr. 

Townley said. A chicken coop, it turns out, is aimed at protecting the birds 
from predators. If there are no predators, there's really no need for a coop. 

Chickens were beginning to sound like the ideal pet. Not a lot of personality, 
but undemanding. Why doesn't everyone in New York have one? 

The chicken took to its new surroundings easily. Its main social task was to 
integrate into the local cat society, a core group of about five strays that we 
feed. Two of them, enormous gray tomcat brothers -.ailed Bruiser and Crusher, 
dwell in an igloo. They have a strong sense of territory, although they do allow 
a B-team of lesser cats to drop by for a meal How would the two species deal 
with each other? 

One morning, I looked out the window and saw four cats lined up at their food 
bowls and, right in the middle, eating with gusto, the chicken. Occasionally, it 
would push a cat aside to get a better position. Dry cat food from Costco 
■uited it just fine. 

The cats, for their part, regarded the chicken warily To the extent that it was a 
bird, it was prey But big prey. From time to time, they would stalk, press their 
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bodies to the ground, swish their tails and give every sign of going for the kill 
Then they would register the chicken's size and become gripped by second 
thoughts A face-saving, half-hearted lunge would follow. 

The two sides have reached parity. Sometimes I'll look out back and see a cat 
chasing the chicken. Ten minutes later. I'll see the chicken chasing a cat. When 
the chicken gets too pushy around the food. Bruiser or Crasher might swat it 
on the side of the head. I like to think they have reached the plane of mutual 
respect Perhaps affection. 

One day, I saw the chicken writhing in what seemed like a death agony. Four 
cats encircled it, motionless, their faces a study in mingled horror and concern. 
This was it, I decided. The chicken was suffering from a terminal degenerative 
nerve disease I couldn't bear to watch. Half an hour later, it was fine. It had 
been taking a dust bath. 

The chicken showed real character the night that terror descended from the 
sky. It had already proved itself indifferent to bitter cold and heavy snow But 
then it displayed bravery. A police helicopter, searchlight blazing, descended 
ever my backyard, searching house to house for something or someone. I 
neve did find out what or who. 




But the helicopter hovered, and the downdraft from the blades set our pine tree 
swaying, turned over a wooden bench, flipped the cat igloo upside down and 
smashed heavy ceramic cat bowls. The chicken sleeps in the pine tree. I 
couldn't begin to imagine what was going through its tiny mind. 

The next morning, amid wreckage out of "Apocalypse Now," the chicken 
reappeared, brimful of vim and vigor I looked at it with new respect. It looked 
at me the way it always does, with a grudgingly tolerant expression In the 
bird's-eye view of things, I am the useful idiot who brings food. 
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Actually, it took awhile to sort out the food. It was nice to know that the 
chicken could eat anything, but cat food didn't seem right. The bird expert at 
one PetCo recommended wild-bird seed The expert at another branch said, 

"We have birdseed for specific kinds of bird, but because the chicken is not a 
specific bird, we don't have any specific food" That stopped me cold. It's 
specifically a chicken, I wanted to say I ended up buying a bag of parrot food. 

Finally, I did what any mature, thinking adult male would do in a crisis. I 
called my mother 

It was the right call Mom flew into action She drove to the local feed store in 
La Porte, Tex., and picked up a 25-pound bag of Caigill Scratch Grains, a 
blend of milo, com and oats She began shipping the grain in installments. The 
chicken, although still keen on cat food, seemed to appreciate the chicken 
feed, and I certainly preferred seeing it eat grain, especially after the grisly 
evening when I set out a treat for the cats — leftover shreds of chicken from a 
stockpot — and saw the chicken happily join in. 

It seems to like variety and resists direction. My impression, from farmers in 
movies, was that chickens come running when you scatter the feed. This one 
runs when the cat food hits the bowls, but it looks on chicken feed as a 
between-meals snack. In any case, it prefers to wander throughout the day, 
digging here, pecking there and only occasionally stumbling on clusters of 
feed. In restaurant terms, the chicken prefers a grazing menu, or the tapas 
approach. 

Our care paid off One morning, Nancy spied a round object on the patio. An 
egg. Her eye followed the probable path of the egg and saw a cozy nest at the 
base of the pine tree. In the nest were four more eggs They were small, with a 
color somewhere between ecru and beige, but this was it, the blessed event. 

Along with the herbs, the tomatoes and the zucchini, we could look forward to 
an endless supply of fresh eggs. 

But how did they taste? We decided to put our eggs to the test against two top- 
rated organic free-range eggs. Horizon Organic, produced by Glenwood Farms 
in Jeterville, Va., and Knoll Krest Farm in Clinton Comers, N.Y. 

Horizon (motto: "A Clean-Living Chicken Makes Real Good Eggs!") uses no 
antibiotics, pesticides or hormones, and its chickens live in "a healthy cage- 
free, free-roaming environment" 

Knoll Krest, similarly, boasts that its chickens are fed natural ingredients 
without antibiotics or hormones, and that, further, the eggs are hand-gathered 
from "free running" hens. Does this mean that the Knoll Krest chickens are 
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more energetic than Horizon's? When does roaming accelerate into running? 

In any case, my eggs certainly qualified as organic, and my chicken both 
roams and runs. 

I ate the eggs in hard-boiled form and fried in a little butter. The Horizon eggs, 
dark brown and preciously packaged in a tricky double-layer clear-plastic 
carton, had a cafe au lait shell and a pale yellow yolk The Knoll Krest eggs 
were white and varying shades of brown, from pale beige to mahogany with 
speckles. Both were enormous compared with mine, which had a thick shell 
and a bright, large yellow-orange yolk, which took up nearly three-quarters of 
the egg. 

Horizon came in third. Some of the yolks had slightly metallic flavors, with a 
hint of fish Knoll Krest was very good, with a richer, cleaner-tasting yolk. But 
the chicken, I have to report, carried the day. The gradations of egg flavor are 
very . ubtle, which means that freshness can easily tilt the balance. And when 
it comes to freshness, well, the competition was over before it began. Horizon 
and Knoll Krest yolks turned slightly dry and mealy with cooking, while my 
yolks stayed fluffy and moist. The whites had not a hint of rubberiness. No 
contest. 

And now that production is in lull swing, I can count on five or six eggs a 
week, although there have been factory rejects. One egg was quail size. 
Another had a strange squiggle on top, like soft ice cream. But on balance, the 
chicken has been a consistent, high-quality producer. 

It says something about New York that no one in the neighborhood seems to 
think it's odd to have a chicken in the backyard. People have noticed But they 
don't pay much attention. After all, it could be a snarling, frothing pit bull. In 
the scheme of things, a chicken blends in. And it certainly settles one age-old 
question It's the chicken that came first. Then came the egg.

The media jumped in. National Public Radio quizzed me about the chicken for 
its weekend edition of "All Things Considered." 

’My producer wants to know, could you go out and hold the telephone up to 
the chicken so we can hear it?" the interviewer asked at one point. I agree that 
would have been a great moment in radio. Unfortunately, I don't have a 100- 
foot cord on my telephone The Associated Press sent a photographer to 
capture the chicken's many moods. Actually, she had two moods, but this 
photographer got both of them. 

Book publishers called to sign that hen to a contract. The New York Post, ever 
helpful, assigned a reporter to see if keeping a chicken in the city is legal. The 
answer is yes, but did 1 detect a note of regret in the item that ran on Page Six? 

My life was spinning out of control. For John Reed it was the Bolshevik 
Revolution. For Woodward and Bernstein it was Watergate For me, it was the 
chicken, the story that surpassed the sum total of every other story I've ever 
written. But then it all stopped. 

The facts are these On Wednesday afternoon the chicken was observed 
resting comfortably in her nest beneath the backyard pine tree. In retrospect, 
she seemed a little mo.e subdued than usual But the orange eye that regarded 
me was blight and lively. 

The chicken showed her usual signs of excitement at the sound of dry cat food 
hitting the bowls on the little patio where I feed several neighborhood cats. 

When I looked out my kitchen window on Thursday morning, my heart 
stopped.

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Was she reacting badly to the burdens of celebrity? I know for a fact that she 
did not like the telephoto lens that the cameraman from The Times brought 
into the backyard. When The Associated Press showed up a few days later, the 
chicken may have formed a silent resolution: As of today. I'm looking for a 
place where I can lay my eggs in peace. 

As the anxious hours crawled by, my wife, Nancy, surveyed the neighborhood 
yards with a pair of high- powered binoculars. 

I called one of the chicken's many new friends, a real estate broker from 
Wilmington, N.C., named Brian West, who has been providing me with 
chicken expertise, not to mention a small bag of ground oyster shells to help 
the chicken get her minimum daily requirement of calcium. 

Would the chicken return? There was hope, according to Mr. West. 

"Sometimes they wander off, but usually they come back in a day or two,” he 
said. My spirits lifted. "If it gets to be four or five days, though, there's not 
much chance that it will return." My spirits sank. 

Nancy and I counted the hours. I wandered the neighborhood, peering into 
yards. I decided not to post a picture and a reward Evil may not stalk Astoria, 
but avarice might have a foothold. I envisioned a line down the block, one 
reward seeker after another with an identical black chicken tucked under his 
arm. 

Once, I thought I heard the chicken delivering one of her high-volume 
scoldings. The sound faded. I decided it was a rusty pulley on a clothesline. 

At this point, with no sign of the chicken after a week, hope wanes. Nancy and 
1 have been through all the psychological stages associated with a traumatic 
event of this kind. We have engaged in self-recrimination. Did we do 
something wrong? Was it our fault? Self-blame turns to unfocused anger. Who 
would kidnap a chicken? Anger gives way to fruitless speculation. Where 
could the chicken possibly go? But then again, she came from a place 
unknown. Why should it seem surprising that she simply upped and left one 
day? 

If only the chicken had known how much better her life was about to get. On a 
recent trip to the Midwest, I had found a feed stole and bought a 50- pound 
bag of chicken feed for the princely sum of eight dollars. I sealed the feed up 
in about 20 Ziploc bags and distributed them in two suitcases, hoping against 
hope that the Drug Enforcement Agency would not be holding me for a 
lengthy conversation at the airport. 

After deciding that the chicken needed a housing upgrade, I ordered a plastic 
nest and perch from a chicken-supply site on the Internet Mr. West urged me 
to get two more chickens. 

"It's just as easy to take care of three as it is to take care of one, and having 
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other chickens around would reduce stress on your hen," he said. I’m not sure 
that Mr. West quite realizes what the layout is here in New York City, but 1 
was giving serious thought to the matter. But were all these improvements too 
little, too late? 

Nancy was distraught "It really was a big presence in the backyard," she said 
glumly. 1 was depressed, too. Far more so than I could have imagined. We had 
grown to love the chicken. We also loved the eggs 

Now, I cherish the memories and the letters. An elderly gentleman told me 
about a chicken named Mary that used to walk into his mother's kitchen in 
Floral Park, Queens, take a seat in its favorite chair, and spend all day 
soctalizing. At sunset it would go outside and roost in a tree. Julie North 
Chetminski of Norwalk, Conn., sent photographs of her flock of chickens, 
which line up to lay eggs in the backyard clay oven. 

Miriam Katin of Manhattan recalled the sad tale of a chicken she saw 
wandering at the comer of Spring and Greene Streets in SoHo. A sympathetic 
bystander threw a piece of bagel at the poor thing, spooking it so badly that it 
ran into the street, where it was ran over by a passing cyclist 

Many correspondents assured me that my chicken would happily eat just about 
anything but the plastic yard furniture Pasta ranked high, and cantaloupe 
rinds Apparently, chickens will peck a rind right down to the webbing. In 
summer, grass clippings would be her delight. 

My own research finally settled the question of breed The chicken was a 
black Australorp, an Australian breed developed from Black Orpingtons 
imported from England. The Australorp, categorized as a heavy breed, is a tip¬ 
top egg layer One hen laid 364 eggs in 365 days 

1 was told that chickens like to hear conversation 1 began clucking back at the 
hen From time to time I'd make small talk I confided my worries about the 
worsening political situation in the Middle East, and my fears about the stock 
market. She listened intently. 

Those happy days have come to an end. We have the new nest, and 50 pounds 
of chicken feed. The cats carry on as before. But the two humans are bereft If 
anyone happens to see a fat black hen, tell her this for me. There's a light in 
the window, and a warm nest at the base of the pine tree

I am interested in trying to see if 
there are any poultry houses within some proximity to Pittsburgh, with whom 
we might be able to contact and see about installing some sensors for BETA 
testing in real world environments. I currently am testing the sensors in 
refrigeration applications, with BETA sites in engine rooms of refrigeration 
facilities, and some in production areas of ice cream producers. I have 
tried contacting the Dept, of Agriculture, but have had trouble reaching 
someone with any concrete information. I would appreciate your time and any 
help you might be able to provide me. Please contact me with any questions 
you may have, if need be.

Pat also forwarded the proposed suggested by-law change and the 
wording for how a judge can judge and show at the same time. This is 
ridiculous! 


What we did as a show this year is the proper way to handle the 
situation. Judges should be refunded their entry fees and then paid their 
regular judging fees to judge shows. Under no circumstances should a judge 
be allowed to show in the same show that he/she is judging. There are 
certain members of the >iPA who do not like what was decided in the past. 
The membership spoke loud and clear when we were asked our opinion on this 
issue in a survey and It is time that the leadership of the APA realize 
that they represent the members and not their own interests. As our 
district representative, I just want you to know how I feel about this 
issue. While I can't speak for every member of our club, I know that the 
vast majority feel the same way that I do, because this issue has been on 
everybody's minds lately.

Thanks for the information. I still have a big problem with the 
emergency situation and solution. One reason is if a judge is judging and 
showing ar. the same show, then is eliminated from helping to pick the 
champion, who is going to argue that the birds he did place are worthy for 
consideration as champion. I understand that a bird of his may be up 
front, posing a conflict of interest, but judges often can talk up a bird 
they found to be outstanding with the end result being those birds being 
picked as champion bantam, largefowl or waterfowl. 

I still think the best solution is to do what we did this year and we 
are grateful that you pitched in for us. Many of the judges I know would 
rather judge than show. That doesn't mean they don't like to show, only 
that they would jump at the opportunity to judge if they were given it. 
Maybe we are more fortunate in the East, but I'm afraid that numerous 
amendments to the intention of the law really weakens it to the point of 
allowing loopholes for misguided individuals to exploit.

This is a partial list of differences that were uncovered last year. Some have been uncovered before. I am asking all members to seriously 
consider the differences between the Standards, even minor ones, and see what we can recommend to the officers, board of directors and if 
successful to the general membership. What we should not be is hasty. Differences in breed descriptions require serious input from effected 
breed clubs! ^^7 

The differences we are have address may be simple or serious. The solutions at hand are; ABA switch to the APA version, APA switches to 
the ABA version, meet in the middle, delete the item from both or one Standards. We can honestly disagree and bring the item up again in 
the future. We will get nothing done if we do nothing. I have some personal opinions, as you will see, but I won't be stubborn about them. 
We can make recommendations, not demands. We should be on guard against vehement opinions. 

The points have been given a number and we will make them consecutive in the future. Here is some of what I found: 

1. ) APA says disqualifying weights for young specimens shall not apply until Dec 1 (page 28), ABA says point cuts on young bantams 

shall not apply until Dec 1 (page 7). Standards appear unified. But APA appears to be in conflict with itself on Page 33 were it is stated 
that weight deviation of more than 20% up or down should be disqualified. No conflict for ABA but will have one if ABA adopts APA 
weight rule. 

2. ) APA page 30 under "d" allows point cut of 1 for each 2 oz of under weight, ABA page 18 allows V* point for each oz of under weight. 

Note APA treats under weight and overweight the same namely A point cut for each oz. However underweight is measured in 2-oz 
steps while overweight is measured in 1 oz steps. APA Unification recommended taking the ABA position but was not voted. Present 
APA will review. Point cuts for underweight Call ducks and Cornish don't seem to need point cuts for underweight according to the 
Standard of Perfection page 30 under 4&5. 

3. ) APA has Point cut for split tails in cockerels and pullets at 2 to 2 'A on page 31. ABA has the point cut at ridged 2 A points. The 

difference is minor and we will recommend that the ABA adopt the same point spread as the APA presently uses. 

4. ) Breaking ties. APA page 30 the bird that receives the lesser total cuts for shape shall win. ABA says on page 8 the one with the smallest 

number of cuts for defects shall win. This is impossible since the tie could have only resulted from the same amount of cuts for defects, 
for there are no other cuts that I know of. Shape is more important than color. The APA position is correct and the ABA is wrong. We 
will recommend the APA position. 

5. ) Comb, oversize, undersize APA A to I points cut ABA 2 points cut 

6. ) Comb, frozen. APA A to I point cut ABA 'A point cut. 

7. ) Rose Comb rough, irregular, hallow center APA A to 2 point cut, ABA 2 point cut 

8. ) Single comb, twisted APA 1 A to I point cut. ABA I point cut 

9. ) Single comb thumb mark APA 1 to 2 point cut. ABA 2 point cut 

10. ) Wattles course & wrinkled APA A to I point cut. ABA I point cut. These proposals 5 through and including 10 APA shows some 

flexibility and ABA does not. Since all the defects described can vary from slight to severe it is only fair to the exhibitor as well as the 
judge to give the judge this extra tool. The recommendation is for the ABA to adopt the APA position. 

11. ) ABA position: Old F.nglish. Modern or American Game Bantam cockerel shown undubbed prior to Nov 1 is a 3-point cut. After Nov I 

cocks as well as cockerels which are shown undubbed are disqualified. APA position: Undubbed cocks are disqualified. Cockerels can 
be shown without penalty. No Nov 1 date cutoff. 

12. ) ABA position; Absence of abrupt break between back and base of tail in Old English and American Game is a 3-point cut. APA has no 

position. 

13. ) ABA position: Poorly developed or slightly curved sickles and lesser sickles in Old English and American Games is a 2 point cut. No 

APA position. These last three items apply to Old English and Modern Game. Suggestion we will forward to the respective breed clubs 
and adopt their position if we can! 

14. ) ABA has no point cuts for poorly developed wings while APA has cuts in three stages. Can that be covered under shape of wings in the 

general scale of points since underdeveloped wings are rarely seen in showrooms? I am not sure w hat is meant by it. If it is immaturity

than a bird with less than a quarter wing development does not belong in the showhall. If growth development after a molt is meant a 
quarter or less development would be hilarious and does not belong there either. Truly don't know what to recommend. 

15. ) APA applies a 2 to 5 point cut to crocked breastbone where that is not a disqualification, ABA has a 5 point cut for that, no more, no 

less. Since a crocked breastbone can be from slight to severe we recommend that the ABA adopt the APA position. 

16. ) APA wants a I to 2 point cut for Orpingtons when the fluff is within 2 or less inches of the ground. No allowance made for Bantams. 

All Bantams would probably have to be cut if the Standard is applied literally. ABA describes the fluff situation before the breed 
description as “covering approximately V* of the shank". Needs reviewing by both organizations. 

17. ) Wing primaries or secondaries that are missing or partly missing where foreign color disqualifies each feather costs 2 points at the ABA 

and I to 2 at the APA. The feathers or parts thereof are either missing or not so a range of points seems inappropriate. Note ABA as 
well as APA treats tail feathers that are missing where foreign color disqualifies to only a I point cut. I am for making the wing feathers 
under point 17 a straight one point cut. 

18. ) Broken but not removed wing feathers where foreign color disqualifies, APA takes 'A to 1 point for each feather. ABA takes A a point. 

Since feather is still there, missing or suspected removal disqualifying color cant be an issue. I am for a A point cut. 

19. ) Missing or broken wing feathers where foreign color does nor disqualify in bufTand party colored varieties each feather receives a A to 

I point cut from the APA and a I point cut from the ABA. It's either missing or broken, there arc no degrees of being broken. Would be 
nice if APA could adopt a straight 'A point cut for a straight problem. ABA should also go for a simple straightforward A point cut like 
it does under 18. Note: Why should a cut under 19 be more severe than under 18? Is a broken feather more valuable when foreign color 
does not disqualify? This is truly getting down to the nitty gritty but if we do it once we may not ever have to do it again. 

20. ) Crooked toes. APA wants A to 2 points for each toe, while ABA has a I point straight cut. I do recommend going with the APA for it 

allows a range, which is not unreasonable. 

21. ) Absence of spurs on cocks where absence is not a disqualification ABA takes a 'A point cut APA does not 

22. ) Partially missing toes each earns a I point cut with the APA while the outer toe of featherlegged breeds are not to be penalized. ABA 

has not cuts but it is presumable that the general scale of points under shanks and toe shape has 5 points for that. It is hard to not 
penalize a bird with parts missing over one with parts intact when all other things are equal. No opinion. 

23. ) Feathered middle toe on Favorelles and Langshan is a I -A point cut with the ABA and a 'A to 1 'A point cut each under APA. Since it is 

rare to have this a one-sided condition and also this is an either or situation were degrees are hard to pinpoint. Its either feathered or not. 
Slightly is still feathered. We deal very harshly with one stub so a few stubs should count as feathered. I recommend we stay with our 1 
!'A point cut and invite the APA to reevaluate their position. 

24. ) Bare middle toe on Brahmas. Silkies, Booted and D'Uccles earn a 2 point cut for each foot so affected while ABA has a one point cut 

for the offense. Similar reasoning as on point 23. 2 point times two legs are 4 points. APA does not have a range here because bare is 
bare. ABA has only I point for this offense A real big difference. Recommend that the ABA change to a 2 point cut and maybe the 
APA can live without the need for “each”. 

These points have to do with point cuts as they effect general weights and shape. There are more to consider under color and 
disqualifications as well as breed and variety (plumage pattern) differences. No one is thrilled about this work and there is nagging 
temptation to call the whole thing off and instead of points we use the comparative judging system as it has been in use for longer than most 
of us are on earth. We do hear again and again how important the scale of points is. Yes it is important for many reasons. To use the scale of 
points fairly one must know point value of each part of the Bantam. I believe that deep dow n the point system, if applied correctly and fairly, 
is superior to any comparison judging. Don't know of a single judge that is willing to give a bird an exact point number and record his exact 
findings and deductions down to a quarter point on a specially printed coop tag. This isl how poultry was judged 100 years ago. Imagine the 
exhibitor saving his coop tags and demand from a judge to explain differences? In those days it was put in Black and White. Picking 
champion was easy, the bird with the highest score wins. Two birds with the same score? No problem—use the comparison system which 
started to develop than. 

I like to hear from each of my members on these points. It’s fine if you disagree with me. Just let me know why , my mind can be changed.

25. ) Point cuts for wrong eye color ABA 2 points, APA Zi to 2 points each eye. 

26. ) Black in Bill or bean of female white Ducks are a Zi to 3-point cut under APA, the only white Duck in the Bantam 
Standard is the Call Duck. ABA calls it a defect but fails to assign a specific point cut. Both organizations allow up to a 
3-point cut for faulty bill color. We would like to hear from our Waterfowl Committee people on this one, 

27. ) ABA disqualifies for white enamel in face of red eared varieties, APA does not. Question: does that ever 
happen? If not we should strike it 

28. ) ABA has these point cuts under Main Tail: Shafting other than black in BB Red, Red or Partridge Varieties, 
male or female 2 points. Red or Light Shafting in BB Red male or female I point. Sickles- red lacing or ticking in BB 
Red male 2 points. Red or light striping or shafting in BB Red male I point. White more than one half the feather length, 
in Crele male, each I point. The APA does not list any of these defects. Question that come to mind. Should related 
patterns like Light Brown, Wheaten or Blue red be included? 

29. ) ABA penalizes 2 points for striping in hackle or saddle of BB Red male. APA does not penalize. Observation: 

Wheatens or Silver and Golden Duck wings also require clean feathers there. Should also be cut and are routinely cut by 
most judges who know the pattern. 

30. ) White toenails in black legged varieties APA 1 point cut. ABA Zi for each nail. 

31. ) ABA demands a one point cut each section for slate under color in Buff a nd Buff Colombian. APA has cuts of 

Zi to 2 points per section but limits this to solid Buff only. Please note that the ABA lists the undercolor for Buff 
Colombian as: Buff with some light slatey tinge, in all sections. APA does not list undercolor for Buff Colombian 
(Brahma) direct which would be nice instead they refer the reader to the Light Brahma. When one gets there one than 
reads that one should use the description of the Colombian plumage color description. It is one of eight APA generic 
color patterns. Under color for that one is Light Bluish Slate. No Buff in it at all? Both could make slight corrections 
here. 

32. ) I here are other small differences in cuts for color simply too numerous to list with the APA allowing a range 

while the ABA is more ridged. Sometimes a range of points seems appropriate when the fault can be slight to severe. 

Sometimes it seems inappropriate when the flaw is either present or absent. 

33. ) Both Organizations penalize "Pinched or Gamy tails in all breeds” ABA 2 points, APA '/i to 2 points. ABA 

exempts Cornish & Modern Game while APA also adds Malays. Both could add to these also Aseels as well as Shamos. 
Suggestion to avoid future embarrassment, lets ali go to something like this wording: “Except where it is a breed 
requirement” 

34. ) ABA has a Zi point cut for extra spurs except for Sumatra. Cubalaya or Orloff. APA has same cut but only lists 

Sumatra as an exception yet prefer multiple spurs on Cubalayas. 

35. ) Missing spurs on cocks are a Zi point cut except were it is a disqualification. APA has no cut for absence of 

spurs on cocks. 

36. ) ABA has a listed disqualification the absence of any semblance of spurs on any male Bantam ( presumably 

this does not apply to Bantam Ducks ) and also lists 9 breeds where the absence of developed spurs on cocks is a 
disqualification. APA lists three breeds where absence of Spurs is a disqualification. No penalty for not having a spur or 
at least a semblance ol one. Note APA describes Spurs on five breeds, two of which were added in the last few years ( 
Dutch & Silkie ). ABA has spur description on all Bantam Chickens except Shamo. The Shame description was altered 
due to a prior Unification agreement where the ABA obligated itself to bring the Shamo description in line with the APA 
breed description. At that time none other than yours dropped the spur description tmly. That was not done intentionally. 
It will be put back in at the first ( next) opportunity. 

37. ) Spurs on females are to be cut Zi point for each by both organizations seems we are in agreement. Games and 

Sumatra hens are not affected by this ruling. It is not very easy to find. The breed description docs not give a clue, 
neither does the delect list. We find it as a subheading when we look for spurs in the glossary of terms. That whole thing 
is out of date it also does not list Dutch as a breed where the cock needs spurs or else he is disqualified! It sort of 
explains what is missing on the APA side of point number 34. Very hard to find. Let's make it a little easier, please. 

38. ) White in face of cockerels and pullets of any breed where white ear lobes are set as standard, except Spanish 
are a disqualification in both organizations except that the APA limits this to Mediterranean’s, yet they also call out in 
the breed description of Rosccomb Bantams for this disqualification. 

39. ) ABA lists absolute white in the face of any male or female of any breed of bantam where red earlobes are set 

as standard is a listed disqualification. APA does not. 

40. ) Araucanas. APA lacks saddle description in male and cushion description in female. The failure to describe 

hackle, saddle or cushion shape is repeated many times in other breeds. In the case of Araucanas this particular plumage 
part does cover the part of the bird where there is normally a tail. It is a very prominent part of the bird and should be 




described. Note ABA dropped the tailed versions a few years ago as part of the unification effort because we had it 
wrong and the APA had it right,. The next printing will reflect it. Now the APA should give the birds something to cover 
up their southern end. ABA still has to clean up an error in the description of Body and Stem of the male 

41. ) Tail angles of the Amaraucanas is identical APA does not give the proper symbol for a degree for either sex 

while ABA also has an error. No big deal we will both fix it next printing. 

42. ) Andalusian Bantam. Different degrees for tail angle of females ABA has the angle at 35 while the APA says 

30 degrees. Both want a male with a 40-degree tail. No opinion from me. 

43. ) Australorp saddle description male APA says wide and short. APA says wide and long. There is also a 5- 

degree difference in the male tail angle. No opinion yet. 

44. ) D’Anver Eye colors. Differences do exist in eye color for Blue. Mottled and self-Blue. Will check with breed 

club an 1 find out if they care or know the difference. If yes we pay attention. 

45. ) ABA has separate descriptions for d.Uccle as well as Booted. APA has one for both. Conflicts exist in tail 

angles wing descriptions. My suggestion would be for the ABA to adopt the description for the Booted Bantam for the 
d.Uccle with the remark that the tail angle is abrupt and that the hackle is very full for the d.Uccle due to the beard 
giving the d.Uccle a “Bull Neck" appearance. APA to do the same. At the present APA describes this with a few but not 
all variety descriptions of d'Uccles. 

46. ) What color is walnut as it pertains to eyes? Is it the color of old walnut paneling as found in old houses or 
churches or is it the color of that nut, which can be all kind of shades. ABA uses black as an eyecolor for black d'Uccles 
and walnut for black Booted. APA uses walnut for both of them. Can we go to Dark brown? I think it fits and more 
people will understand it. 

47. ) Conflict in tail angles of male and female Buckeyes. 

48. ) Conflict in tail angles of male and female Campincs. 

49. ) ABA lists a Brown Cochin in its list of accepted varieties. It should be Brown Red. Looks like the printer 

made a new breed and it went by the proofreading department undetected. Same goes for the Silver Laced where it says 
refer to Silver color description on page number 240. Page number is correct but it should refer to Silver Laced. Not a 
conflict just a few boo boos. Will fix. 

50. ) ABA lists disqualifications for this pattern, which the APA does not. .APA lists these for the barred pattern as 

in Plymouth Rock. It is possible that the pattern of the Dominique ( a Cuckoo type of pattern) as it was then, found its 
way into the pattern of the Rocks where it became perfected. Actually the APA required of the Dominique the same 
straight barring as the Barred Rocks had. This was changed sometime after 1910. 

As you can see I have been working on this particular group of differences for quite some time. In the 
meantime we completed our move. In the meantime it is now July 7, 2000 There is a new fax number as 
well as a new email adress. No, we can’t find everything but it goes better from day to day. I trust that you 
spend some serious time with these points and form an opinion. As usual we keep our counterpart at the 
APA informed. They too have a job to do. I will continue to try to list what I have found and we will see 
what develops We should update our standard at every opportunity that presents itself. It is in the best 
interest of our members as well as the Fancy as a whole.

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Continuation of the reports from May 2 & May 19 2000! 


Most of you know by now that we completed our move to Florida last year about June. Eleanor was 
scheduled to have an operation to replace her Aorta in three seperate operations. On August 14 she had the 
first, on August the 28 she had the second and then something went wrong and she had several severe 
complications and rquired several major operations besides the ones she was scheduled for. She almost lost 
her life several times. She came home January 30 th under home healthcare and is in a special bed. She is 
paralyzed from the waist on down. Rehabilitation will take a while. She still has three large wounds that 
have not healed. The estimate is that she will b? back running the house albeit from a wheelchair around 
Christmas. This is a trumendous adjustment for both of us. It is now becoming more routine and 1 can again 
spent some time on committee stuff. Please be parent, we will get it done. I will continue in the fashion I 
started and will continue the numbers and when we have them all we refer to the differences by the 
number. 

51. ) Faverolle Bantams: Conflicts in weights and Tail angles. 

52. ) Hamburg Bantams: Female tail angle difference. 

53. ) Houdan Bantams: Female Tail angle difference. 

54. ) Japanese Bantams: ABA uses the terms “dusky yellow” and “swarthy yellow”, while the APA uses 

only dusky yellow. ABA should discontinue the use of the term “swarthy yellow” and substitute 
“dusky yellow” on Japanese Bantams as well as others to simplify things. 

55. ) Malay Bantams: APA describes wing carriage in females as “may rest on top of (outside) saddle 

feathers” ?? 

56. ) Modem Game Bantams: ABA lists knock knees as a defect. It should not be listed because it is a 

disqualification. APA lists the hackle color of the Brown Red female as “lemon”. This is wrong and 
should be “orange” as per prior unification agreement. There is a conflict in the leg color of the 
Wheaten Modem Game Bantam. I am for checking with the breed club and accept what they want. 

57. ) Naked Neck Bantams: ABA lists “Rose Comb” Bantams in addition to “Single Comb”. APA does 

not and neither does anyone else. ABA has a single description for male and females while the APA 
has separate descriptions for both sexes. ABA & APA list different tail angles in males and females. 
20 & 40 degrees respectively. The tail angles pictured in the APA Standard, if correct seem to 
indicate that the ABA has that part right. APA though has saddle feathers on the hen ?? There is some 
conflict in leg color. I have no opinion yet except I think the ABA should cull the Rose Comb Naked 
Neck. 

58. ) New Hampshire Bantam: ABA description of the earlobe on both sexes is utterly ridiculous and the 

APA wording should be substituted or something with the same meaning. 

59. ) Old English Game Bantams. ABA allows tasseled varieties, APA does not. ABA requires that there 

be a distinct break between the back and the tail of the male and specifically lists the absence of a 
break as a defect. APA does not. Note ABA does not differentiate between male and female but 
should, it can’t be a fault in the female. APA refers to judging instructions on page 29 regarding 
quality of feather. There it states that all Games, Game Bantams, Malays and Maylay Bantams and 
Orientals have the same type of feather.??? 

60. ) Phoenix Bantams: ABA tail angle is horizontal in the male while APA says 25 degrees above 

horizontal. ABA tail angle is carried below the horizontal in the female while APA says 20 degrees 
above horizontal. These are major differences in a breed that is not often seen. To complicate things 
the ABA shows a pair which appears to be straight from the APA description while the APA show 
pictures that look like the ABA has it right. It gets better. The APA has special judging instruction 
that gives and extra two points to the shape of the tail. 1 don't want to put one of them in champion 
row. Any body have any ideas? Hint: In Holland as well as in Germany they call for a horizontal tail 
carriage. I can’t find them in the British Standard. 


61. ) Plymouth Rock: ABA uses ridiculous language to describe the shape of the earlobe of the male. We 

should fix it. 

62. ) Rosecomb Bantams: There is a conflict in the stated required eye color for Blue Rosecomb Bantams. 

ABA demands “severe” cuts to be made for black in the face of mostly females except in Birchen and 
Brown Red. Also ‘severe’ cuts are to be made for white in face of cocks or hens. This is hard to 
understand especially since the maximum permitted cut for face color is one point and no more 
according to the General scale of points, which must, applied! How severe can that be? We should 
work on that with the help of the Breed Club. 

63. ) Sultan Bantams: The comb descriptions differ in that the APA requires a very small V shaped comb 

whereas the ABA prefers combs “V-shaped -very small, the smaller the better, preference to be given 
to birds without any comb”. The same goes for wattles ABA prefers rudimentary to none APA says 
small. I am for letting the crested people wade in on that one. 

64. ) Wyandotte Bantams: Both organizations recognize the “Buff Colombian Wyandotte Bantam” APA 

has the name listed but fails to provide a color description. There is a conflict in the leg color 
description of Partridge Wyandotte females. Personally I believer the AP/ has that one right and we 
have it wrong. 

65. ) Yokohama Bantams: Here is one for the books. Lots of conflict but few Bantams to check out and 

verily anything. APA has a Walnut Comb. ABA has a Pea Comb as well as a Walnut Comb. APA 
lists Red Shoulder as a variety while the ABA has the name Red Saddle for the apparently same 
Variety. Europe: In England they recognize Red Saddle and White with a Walnut Comb. Black-Red 
and Golden Duckwing can have a Single or Pea Comb. In Germany they recognize the Red Saddle 
and white with a Strawberry Comb. In Holland they recognize Whites as well as Red Saddle with a 
Pea Comb. Anyone brave enough for this one? 

66. ) Bantam Ducks; There is a conflict in the scale of points. ABA has formulated separate judging 

instructions especially tailored for Bantam Ducks while the APA tries to cover the subject with 
general judging instructions which were primarily written for chickens. Both Standards are erratic in 
their assignments of under color in various Breeds and Varieties. 

67. ) Call Ducks: APA & ABA differ in the description of back as well as neck curvature. 

68. ) Gray Call Ducks: APA fails to specify the color of the bean in both sexes. APA Wing color in the 

male refers to page 284, which is wrong and happened with the last printing of their Standard. 

69. ) Snowy Call Ducks: Shanks and Toes: APA is a complete mystery. 

70. ) White Call Duck: APA fails to give the bean color. 

71. ) Mallard Duck: ABA has given weights for Drakes and Ducks while APA gives weights for young 

and old Drakes and Ducks. Color of female neck is different! 

72. ) Barred Rock Plumage: The fact that males have twice as many genes for barring than females makes 

the males appear lighter than females. APA addresses this in the color description for Barred 
Plymouth Rocks. ABA does not. There is an excellent illustration of this provided on Page 43 of the 
Standard of Perfection. See also page 148 to 153 of “Bantam Ckickens” by Fred Jeffrey. ABA was 
petitioned to address this problem and petitioner was advised ABA would attempt to address this 
under Unification. 

7'*.) Barred Rock Plumage: ABA describes undercolor as “Barred Throughout”. APA says: “Same as web 
but not as distinct due to looseness of barbs”. I really like the ABA’s version better. It would be even 
better if there was an indication that the barring should go all the way down to the level of the skin. 
There is a related plumage namely the Cuckoo, which is the same almost except that the barring is 
somewhat irregular, and the color less distinct. Here the ABA has it absolutely right. It is 
acknowledged that the female is darker due to the fact that the bars on the different sexes are not of 
the same width. Also there is confirmation that the barring should continue through the shaft of the 
feathers and into the underfluff and stop short of pure black and white. No it does not say that it 
should go to the skin but into the underfluff. That is close enough. There is no color given for the 
undercolor, They description makes it moot. APA gives only a rudimentary description of the cuckoo 
plumage. / It lists the under color as “gray” The Dominique does not enjoy really fair treatment by 
either organization. It is close to the Cuckoo and perhaps is interchangeable with them. Both 
Standards say slate undercolor and we all know that it should be barred. APA is correct in saying that 
the male may be one or two shades lighter than the female, thereby acknowledging the same 
difference in aforementioned width of the bars. ABA does not. Distinct contrast is to be viewed as 
excellent in a breed where the barring is to be Irregular (APA)!? 





74. ) Birchen Plumage: APA Standard fails to specify an undercolor. 

75. ) B.B.Red as in Cubalaya. ABA should adopt APA language for Tail Coverts for male namely that they 

are “edged” in bay and not that they have a reddish bay “margin”. 

76. ) Blue Golden Duck Wing Plumage: APA fails to specify an under color. 

77. ) Blue Red °lumage: Conflict in the breast cclor of the male, ABA requires lacing, APA does not. 

78. ) Blue Silver Duck Wing Plumage: APA fails to specify an under color. 

79. ) Brown Red Plumage: APA lists the color of the female lacing as lemon when it should be orange as 

per prior executed Unification agreement! We assume printing/proofreading error. 

80. ) Golden Duck Wing Plumage: APA fails to specify an under color. 

81. ) Lemon Blue Plumage: ABA has lemon lacing on the bow feathers in the male wing, APA does not. 

82. ) Millie Fleur Plumage: ABA lists two or more solid white feathers in any section of plumage as a 

disqualification. APA does not. 

83. ) Red Pyle Plur.age: Primary feathers in the male are white (APA) and white, except lower feathers, 

outer bar of which is bay (ABA). 

84. ) Red Saddle/Red Shoulder Plumage: There are differences in the descriptions, however it seems to me 

that the ABA is too brief and the APA is too con fusing and there are some conflicts. 

85. ) Salmon Plumage: The APA description of the back of the male is very hard to understand and I am 

not sure what is meant by the wco and why the portion nearest the under color is to be black. I think 

that the ABA has a much better description.-The female description is also somewhat faulty with 

the APA. Nowhere is there any hint that the female has lacing as well as shafting in certain feathers. 
Illustrations published by the APA have always shown the lacing. The ABA lists the complete 
absence of lacing in females as a special defect. I suggest we seek advice from the Faverolle society. 

86. ) Silver Plumage: APA says two top tail feathers of the female are to be light gray. This is wrong they 

should be stippled with light gray! 

87. ) Silver Laced Plumage as in Silver Polish: ABA does not make mention of the fact that there is a 

reversal of lacing in certain feathers after the first adult molt. --- ABA says: Male back has “each 
feather edged with black and showing some approach to lacing. This is not clear, when each is edged 
with black it IS laced!! 

88. ) Silver Wheaten Plumage: ABA lists the plumage pattern but has no breed listed that has such a 

variety. We should add it to the inactive list! 

89. ) Spangled Plumage as in Old English: ABA lists as a disqualification Solid white feathers in any 

section of the plumage, except the wing or the head where 3 or more solid white feathers shall 
disqualify. APA has no such requirement 

90. ) Spangled Plumage as in Hamburg: APA has a “Typo” Use “size” instead of “sire” in neck description 

of male. 

91. ) Wheaten Plumage: ABA Male description allows for slight red lacing in various parts of the black 

plumage which is a fact known to serious breeders of this color pattern, while the APA does not 
accommodate them. 

92. ) White Plumage: ABA has a “Typo” spell it “than” instead of “tan”. 

93. ) White Laced Red Plumage: APA has several “Typos” in the description of male and female It should 

be “lacing” and not “racing”. 

94. ) Dark as in Dark Cornish Plumage: Description of the female back. There is one small difference 

between the two Standards namely that the APA refers to the ground color as bright reddish 
“mahogany" and later in the same sentence it appears as “bay”, while the ABA does not change. This 
carries through the description of the dark female and the color is introduced as mahogany and than 
changed to bay. The ABA refers to bay as the color of portions of the large wing feathers. The ABA 
has received a request on behalf of the Cornish breeders to try to resolve this as part of the unification 
program, which we hereby do by presenting this as one of the differences to be resolved. Please note 
that the ABA also received a request in 1982 by the International Cornish Breeders Association that 
the female color description in the Bantam Standard be changed from “deep lustrous chestnut” to 
“bright reddish mahogany”. This was requested so the Bantam Standard would conform to the 
Standard of Perfection. This was accepted by the ABA Standard Committee with the provision that 
this change should be made in several places of the female’s color description to avoid or forestall 
confusion. The Board of directors of the ABA approved this. 



This concludes my list. I am not looking for troubles, nor do I have an ax to grind. Anyone that takes 
the time to read and evaluates *he Standards simply knows that there is room for improvement in both 
of them. 

My friena Johnny Batson tells me that it was a brand new judge who send in a letter pointing out that 
there are differences some small, some major, between the two Standards and as a new judge he has 
some misgivings about which to use or choose. Since he was President of the ABA. he conferred with 
Harry Halbach, who was president of the APA and together they decided to appoint special 
committees of knowledgeable unbiased judges. Their mission was to find the differences, evaluate 
them and to make recommendations to their respective Standard committees. The hope was that the 
Standards would agree to the point that either could be used when evaluating Bantams. That was 
1984. Several committees have come and gone. Some achievements were made. The ABA changed 
portions of their Standard twice, 1992 & 1997 and absorbed the cost. The Standard committee of the 
APA had agreed to changes and some made it into print with the 1998 printing. 

The name of that brand new judgt who started that ball rolling was Pat Malone and is today president 
of the APA and chairs the APA equivalent of this committee. I have supplied him with everything we 
have come up with so far. I am sure they are hard at work. The fancy cannot loose. 

In 1982 there was a serious discussion within the ABA regarding weights, point cuts, disqualification 
etc., etc. Action was taken to remove weight as a disqualifying factor, because weighing simply does 
not take place. Until weighing is instituted point cuts for ounces, half ounces or disqualifications for 
over or underweight are totally meaningless. I have never witnessed that a bird was disqualified for 
being over or underweight. I am enclosing a copy of the proceedings. 

In addition to sending these points to my committee I am sending them to Pat Malone and a T vv 
judges I know who will go over them and give me their honest opinion. 1 may not like their opinion 
but as long as they are honest I will appreciate them. I will make excerpts of these pages were 
appropriate available to some members of breed clubs who in the past have shown an interest and we 
can benefit from what they have to say 

Once I get some feedback we can make recommendations to ihe Board of Directors.

ABA/APA Unification 


Comments from S. Robert Powell with regard to Gus 
Vinhage's list of 94 issues/points: 

Line 4 of the introduction to your list: "affected breed clubs" not "effected 
breed clubs" 

1. Delete the December 1 st reference. Go with the APA's 20% up or down 
disqualification rule. 

2. Cut of 1 for each 2 ounces under; cut of 1/2 for each 1 ounce over—for all 
bantams, including Call Ducks and Cornish. 

3. The tail is either "split" or it isn't, so there should be no range in point 
cuts. Take the ABA position and make it 2 1/2 points for split tail in 
cockerels and pullets. 

4. Yes, take the APA position. 

5-10. Take the APA position. 

11. Take the APA's position. Cockerels can be shown undubbed without 
penalty. 

12. Go with the ABA position. Absence of abrupt break in Oid English and 
American Game is a 3 point cut. 

13. Sickles-poorly developed or only slightly curved in OEG. No point cut. 
American Games should have very well developed sickles and lesser sickles. 
APA does not yet recognize American Game bantams. 

14. Delete all references to point cuts for poorly developed wings. It's 
covered under "shape of wings." 

15. Yes. Adopt the APA's position. 

16. Make it: 1-2 point cut for Orpingtons where fluff covers more than 1/4 jf 
the shank. Delete APA reference to "within 2 inches of the ground." 

17. Yes. One point for completely missing or partly missing (broken) wing 
or tail feathers. Delete "where foreign color disqualifies." 

18. This is covered in #17. A "partly missing" feather is a broken feather," is 
it not? 

19. Broken or missing feather-wing or tail—one point cut. 

20. Yes. APA 

21. Go with ABA position 

22. Partially missing toe = 1 point cut, including featherlegged breeds. 

23. Yes, go with the ABA's position. 





24. Bare middle toe: Make it a 2 point cut, make no references to "each 
foot."

White 
more than half the feather length in crele male = 1 point cut for each feather

31. Slate in buff undercolor: 2 point cut per section. Undercolor of Buff 
Columbian should be light bluish slate. If not, 2 point cut for each section. 

32. Cuts for color: a range of point cuts seems advisable. 

33.1 like your suggestion. 

34. ABA rule should be followed. 

35. Go with the ABA rule 

36. APA should adopt ABA position. 

37. Spurs on females: 1/2 point cut/spur, except Games and Sumatras. Leave 
it at that. 

38. White in face of Rosecomb bantams and in Mediterranean cockerels and 
pullets whe r e white ear lobes are set as standard, except Spanish, is a 
disqualification. 

39. Go with the ABA rule. 

40. APA should adopt ABA description of saddle in male and cushion in 
female. Is the Araucana "rumpless" or "tail-less"?

42. Male 40, female 35 

43. Australorp male: use APA description 

44. self blue, mottled, and blue: dark brown eyes 

45. APA is correct. One description for Uccle and Booted, except former has 
beard and muffs. Uccle tends to have bull neck. Do the beard and muff 
contribute to the "bull neck" appearance of the Uccle male? Instead of 
calling the breed "d'Uccles" (which is a very silly name from a linguistic 
point of view) they should properly be called "Uccle Belgians."

SUGGESTED CHANGES TO THE APA BY-LAWS 


The new Section 11 under ARTICLE IV relating to the Legislative Committee 

ARTICLE VII, Section 1, paragraph f, change to read: 

Judges shall not be allowed to judge and show at any A.P.A. sanctioned meet 
except in an emergency situation An emergency exits when a judge listed in the show 
catalogue cancels after the entry deadline has passed, when the number of entries indicate 
an additional judge(s) should be added, or when a judge cannot complete his/her 
assignment during a show. In this event, any judge shall never judge in any class in 
which he or she is competing and shall not participate in voting to pick show champions. 
A judge may show in an open show and judge a simultaneous junior showthat is separate 
from the open show. 

This paragraph now reads: 

Judges shall not be allowed to judge and show at any A.P.A. sanctioned meet 
except in an emergency situation, as determined by the show committee. In this even, 
any judge shall never judge in any class in which he or she is competing and shall not 
participate in voting to pick show champions. 

REASON FOR THE CHANGE: (1) to clearly define an “emergency situation” (2) to 
clarify that a judge may show in an open show and judge a simultaneous separate junior 
show.

HALL OF FAME

To be named an APA Hall of 
Fame Exhibitor, a fancier must 
earn at least one thousand 
Master Exhibitor points. 
Congratulations to Bill Ryan 
(NY) and Twin Cedar Farm 
(DE) on being named Hall of 
Fame Exhibitors by the APA. 
At the APA semiannual on 
March 17-18, at Wapakoneta, 
OH, hosted by the West Central 
Ohio Poultry Breeders Assoc., 
they were both presented their 
APA commemorative plaques 
by APA president Pat Malone. 

Two other fanciers from 
District 2 were named Hall of 
Fame Exhibitors some time 
ago: Art Lundgren (NY) and 
Curtis Oakes(PA). Belated 
congratulations to Art Lundgren 
and Curtis Oakes on being 
named APA Hall of Fame 
Exhibitors. 

HONOR/LIFETIME 
ACHIEVEMENT AWARD: 
Congratulations also to District 
2 native son, George H. 
Schroeder, on being presented 
an APA Ho tor/Lifetime 
Achievement award. The 
presentation took place at the 
APA general membership 
meeting on March 17 at 
Wapakoneta, OH. 

George Schroeder is a life 
member of the APA, having 



joined about 1940. On July 5, 
1949, he became an APA 
general-licensed judge (#868). 
In 1950, at the request of Paul 
Ives, he judged the national 
meet of the Plymouth Rock club 
at the Boston show, and with 
that he began a 50-year career 
as one of the most highly 
respected APA general-licensed 
poultry judges in America. 

He was a charter member of 
the Wayne County (PA)Poultry 
Fanciers’ Association (“The 
Cocky Crowd”)-an innovative, 
adventuresome, and courageous 
group of poultry fanciers, and 
very probably the most 
celebrated poultry association in 
America in the 1940s and 
1950s. The Cocky Crowd 
sponsored not only the 17 
widely renowned Honesdale 
Summer Shows in the period 
1942-1959, but also hosted, in 
Honesdale, the 76th national 
meet and convention of the 
APA (June 21-25, 1949) and 
four semiannual meets (1949, 
1952, 1954, and 1955) of the 
ABA in the seven-year period, 
beginning in 1949. 

On Saturday, June 25, 
1949, at the joint APA/ABA 
meet(APA 76th annual)/ABA 
3 rd semiannual) in Honesdale, 
the Cocky Crowd sponsored 
and organized a poultry parade 
down Honesdale’s Main Street. 
In the parade, the chairman of 


which was Robert Southerton, 
were 16 bands and drum and 
bugle corps, 50 floats, fire 
equipment, antique cars, 
cavalry, the color guard of 
veterans groups, Boy and Girl 
Scouts, a troop of mounted 
police, 3 companies of infantry, 
town officials, a float on which 
were displayed James 
Rutherford’s celebrated large 
Columbian Rocks, and open 
convertibles in which rode ABA 
and APA officials.Ten thousand 
people lined the street for the 
poultry parade. 

The APA, the ABA, and the 
Wayne County Fanciers Assoc., 
working independently as well 
as together, repeatedly made 
poultry history in Honesdale in 
the 1940s and 1950s. 
Throughout the period, George 
Schroeder was a key player and 
significantly contributed to the 
successes achieved by all three 
organizations. 

So popular with poultry 
fanciers all across America did 
the Honesdale summer shows 
become that Frank L. Gary, 
then president of the ABA, was 
prompted to remark, at the 
Saturday night banquet at the 
1954 Honesdale Summer Show: 
“It would be a terrible thing in a 
fancier’s life not to be able to 
come to the Honesdale Summer 
Show.” 
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In the 1940s and 1950s, 
George bred and exhibited 
White Cochin bantams 
(bloodline of Art V. Granger, 
South Bend, IN). In 1955, at the 
Jamestown, NY show, he won, 
for the third time (previously 
won at the New York shows in 
January and December 1949), 
the New York/ABA Gold 
Trophy (cast in bronze and gold 
plated) for best cock, hen, 
cockerel, pullet, and trio of one 
variety on White Cochin 
bantams. Four engravings of 
George Schroeder’s White 
Cochins were created by Arthur 
O. Schilling, who was George 
Schroeder’s mentor. 

In later years, George bred 
and exhibited Black Cochin 
bantams(bloodline of D. Ross 
Blanford, Kansas City and 
Albuquerque). In 1994, he was 
named a Master Breeder and 
Exhibitor (#174) of Black 
Cochin bantams by the ABA. 

From 1950 to 1990, he 
served as poultry superintendent 
at the Wayne County Fair. 
During these years, he also 
served, for an unprecedented 
two terms, as president of the 
PA Poultry Federation. 

From 1990 to 1999, he 
served as the president of the 
Wayne County fair. During 
George’s time as president, 
Richard Laabs served as poultry 
superintendent at the fair. In 


2000, George Schroeder again 
became the poultry 
superintendent at the Wayne 
County Fair. 

When not raising a family or 
raising, showing, promoting, 
and judging poultry, George 
Schroeder worked for over 30 
years, starting in 1950, as a 
field representative for 

Limestone Products Corp., 
Newton, NJ. 

District 2 is indeed proud of 
George Schroeder. 

Congratulations—and hats 
off-to George Schroeder: 

poultry breeder, exhibitor, 

promoter, and judge.

They have changed classifications and installed 
new automation in the local post office.

We continue to get 
an average of 500-600 hits a week to our homepage. Additions to the APA web 
pages have included articles on such subjects as Vaccinating, Zoning 
Regulations and the APA/ABA Youth Program Newsletter offered online. Peter 
Merlin personally manages the Youth Newsletter pages so as not to incur further 
charges from Patti Salmon, our web mistress.

My Life With Dorkings 


It s hard to remember k to when there wasn’t Dor'dngs on my farm That 
was long ago when m msband and I were able to achieve our dream and 
move back to the coi ty we both had started in. Like many a young person 
we had had to mo> to town and get ‘town’ jobs to get started as adults. 






Well we both still have the ‘town’ jobs but we also have a small practical 
working farm complete with a fine flock of Dorkings. 

I saw my first Dorkings in 1989 at the Columbus Ohio National Show, they 
were owned by a gentleman named Craig Russell. Turned out he seemed 
pretty knowledgeable about the breed and agreed to sell me a couple cf Red 
Dorkings. Until I went to Columbus all I really knew about Dorkings was 
what I had read in the APA Standard so you can imagine my surprise when I 
saw the Red’s. There were not any Reds the ‘Standard’ then and even though 
it included the Coloreds there were no pictures...well I think you get the 
point. 

1990 took me to my first chicken show as an exhibitor and I learned pretty 
quick I wasn’t the only one who didn’t know much about Dorkings. Most 
people thought my Reds were extremely short fat Leghorns. 1991 took me on 
my first trip to Connersville and the Indiana Poultry Breeders Association 
Show. Mr. Harry Halback was judging the English Class that day and I’m 
glad he was. No, I didn’t win a dam thing, but Mr. Halback took the time to 
talk with me and point out all the good and bad points of my birds from a 
judge’s view, so maybe I did win alot that day. I also learned that day even if 
I had the very best bird at the show it couldn’t win.... it wasn’t in the APA 
Standard. Guess who got some Silver Gray Dorkings that year. I also met Bill 
Wulff and his family that weekend. What great folks, here I was a real green 
beginner with a relativity unheard of bird, but did they ever make you feel 
welcomed and invited me to come and show with them again. And I did. I 
don’t believe I have missed the Connersville Show since and I must admit it 
really is my favorite show, 

This thing about my favorites, the Reds, not being eligible to win at a show 
was starting to bug me so I called Craig (the fellow I had bought these birds 
from and now our Club Historian) to see if there was some way to make them 
eligible (told you I was green). He gently broke the news to me of what a 
difficult a task it would be and what a concerted effort would be required to 
accomplish such a goal. Well I was a member of the Dorking Club and so I 
decided to contact Gene Patterson who was the Secretary/Treasurer to see if 
we could try' this qualifier thing. Four years later in Richmond Virginia the 
Reds were qualified and accepted into the APA Standard.... and my Red 
Cockerel won Champion Dorking. (I knew those Reds were the most 
beautiful). 



During those four years I came to discover many more varieties of Dorking 
that aren’t considered ‘Standards’. Many of those varieties are now in my 
flock too. Being the pesky person I am 1 inherited the Secretary/Treasurer 
office from Gene and decided one of the goals of the Club was to promote 
theses old varieties and also to have them recognized by the APA. With the 
help of Craig Russell, Phil Bartz and many other Club members we have 
made great strides in this area. The Cuckoo Dorking is now also recognized 
in both rose comb and single comb varieties and we will continue with this 
project if we can get the support necessary from you, the breeders. 

1 have had the privilege tc serve as your Secretary/Treasurer for five years. 
During that time 1 have meet a lot of fine ‘chicken folks’ and made some 
good friends and hopefully I have helped with the promotion of the Dorking. 
We are fortunate that Phil Bartz is taking over the rains now. He will certainly 
continue the traditions established by the Club. I have agreed to serve as your 
President and will support the Dorking breed and Club a !it*le more in the 
back ground these days. I plan to raise my birds and show Dorkings when I 
can. I am available to answer your questions or perhaps offer a bit of advice 
on occasion and to help with any breeding programs the Club may be 
sponsoring.

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CHICKEN QUESTION 
ON MAREKS, MOLD 
AND BOTULISM 
By Glenda Haywood 

I received email the other 
day and will attempt to answer 
with some of what I Know. Also 
some sites on the Internet that 
can help and books. 

QUESTION I posted a 
question on the AOL message 
board for chickens, Inquiring 
about symptoms one of my 
hens is exhibiting. Another 
poster sent me the link to your 
article on Marek's disease. 
After reading it, I’m not sure If 
one of my hens has it or 
something else. 1 was hoping 
that you could help me, as I 
know nothing about chickens. 

All I know is, that this hen Is 
going down hill, and I'd like to 
be able to help her if it isn't 
too late. She's iosing control 
of her legs, and I'm guessing 
won't be mobile at all 
very soon. The same thing 
happened w/ another hen a 
few months ago, and we 
eventually had to euthanize 
her. I was told that this 
problem is related to a fungus 
of some sort that birds can 
get when they ingest a 
particular type of mold. W/ the 
first'hen, we treated her with 
antibiotics, at the suggestion 
of a local fellow. Someone else i 
told me that was incorrect; that 
we should treat her with an 
antibacterial solution 

(sulfamethazine sodium) in her 
drinking water, which is what 
we're doing with this hen now. 

I don't think this treatment is 
helping any, but thep again, I 
don't l know squat about 
chickens (these were dumped 
on my farm), least of all what 
in the world is causing this 
problem. 

ANSWER 'Veil, my 
experience with Mareks is that 
it is spread by the infected 
dander of the infected bird. 
The only experience I ever had 
was once when a man brought 
some 8-month-old . Cochin 
Cockerels over to be 
butchered. Welf, I did hot take 
them into my chicken 
buildings but did store them in 
rabbit hutches for two days 
while butchering them. They 
all had been vaccinated for 
mareks when nabies. As I felt 


let 



the dander flying off the birds 
got into my pens as some of 
my old birds soon afterwards 
got the paralysis of the wings, 
legs and neck. But as each 
one became infected and 
signs became evident I killed 
them. Also it was at time in 
August when Iowa weather is 
very hot. That added to the 
stress of Mareks. I had • no 
need to try and save them as 
to my thinking there is no cure 
but death for mareks infected 
birds. Most birds of this type 
become paralyzed and lay on 
their side and cannot eat or 
drink without you putting them 
up to the water or feed. So not 
much need to infect the rest of 
the birds. 
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This type of Mareks is a 
neutral type, loss of body 
weight, anemia, labored 
respiration and diarrhea are all 
common symptoms. Many 
birds that are pre-laying age 
will come down with it. Mareks 
is a virus belonging to the 
Herpes virus group. 

The virus is concentrated 
on the feather follicles and 
shed in daider, being 
sloughed from skin and 
feather cells. 

The virus has a long 
survival time in dander and 
can be found in chicken 
houses that have been 
isolated for long periods of 
time. Young birds are the most 
susceptible as the virus has a 
short period of incubation 
time. Mareks also has a 
visceral type, with lesions seen 
in the gonads, liver, spleen, 
kidney, and heart, lungs and 
muscles. Most birds dying 
rapidly with massive tumors 
inside the body. 

Then there is the Leukosis 
type Mareks disease, usually 
called gray eye. Which 
mortality is not as fast, but the 
blinding of the eye and gray 
iris in the eye? Then the 
emaciation diarrhea and death 
will follow. 

The skin Leukosis is in the 
feather follicles and causes 
skin lesions, this being the 
most infectious as it is in the 
dander and feathers. 

Most all hatcheries today 
vaccinate day old chicks for 
mareks and will only sell 
chicks non-vaccinated if you 
order plenty ahead of time. It is 
a subcutaneous injection in a 
sterile environment. 90% 
effective vaccine. My reference 
material is from a Texas A and 
M Vet book on diseases. Also 
you can catch information at

If one does get this disease 
I would suggest burning the 
bodies as tl e feather dander, 
would then be destroyed. 

Also may I suggest that you 
feed your bircs electrolytes 
and vitamins and good mash 
with fresh oyster ?hell and grit 
either brighten or can obtain 
river sand, most birds do not 


succumb to _ this disease. 
Feeding greens such as swiss 
chard, kale, turnip greens, 
mustard greens, chickweed, 
lambs quarters, and the like. 
Now regular head lettuce Is a 
waste of time and energy as it 
is mostly water and no food 
value to the birds. Makes such 
a mess in the bird pen or 
house. I always raked up the 
greens if they were old and 
tossed them out, so as not to 
have spoiled feed for the birds. 

The vitamins and minerals 
from the greens are great for 
the birds. 

Also another item that can 
be fed to the birds is soaked 
whole oats with buttermilk and 
yogurt. Take a gallon of whole 
dry oats and in a stainless 
steel or crock container put 
the oats and use a % gallon of 
buttermilk and a quart of 
yogurt, any flavor, and soak 
over night and then stir and 
feed the birds in a clean 
trough. When they have eaten 
them wash the trough and dry 
for another days usage. This 
gives the birds a good source 
of stomach lactobacillus and 
stabilizes the birds to not take 
on sickness so easily. 

As you know clean water 
daily is very important to your 
birds health. Sanitize the 
waterers every week with a 
solution of 1-cup clorox in a 5- 
gallon bucket of water let the 
waters sit submerged in the 
water for at least three hours 
and then scrub with a 
bottlebrush In clean water. 

As to the mareks situation I 
would take one of the birds 
preferably a live sick bird to a 
diagnostic laboratory and see 
what they say. If yon have an 
agricultural lab around this is 
great. Call a Vet ar J ask where 
in your area there is one. 

Also if you start to 
vaccinate you will have to 
continue to vaccinate all 
hatches of birds. Let me know 
the answer. 

RESPONSE LETTER We 
ended up euthanizing the bird 
and she was getting worse. 
Although she didn't have all 
the signs of Mareks the only 
other thing I found that causes 
paralysis is botul sm, but she 
didn't have any of those 
symptoms except paralysis 
Hopefully this will be the last 
time we have to deal with this. 
Now we'll work on keeping the 
rest of them healthy, so that 


they can fight disease 
naturally. Chickens sure are 
high maintenance compared 
to my guineas! Thanks again. 

ANSWER Well, now that 
you have disposed of the sick 
bird things will get better. Yes 
guineas are mostly healthy 
and as they roam they stay 
that way naturally. As your 
chickens free range maybe the 
hens picked up something not 
so good for them. 

Botulism comes from 
maggots that stay in the crop 
and cause poison. That is 
cured by using a tablespoon of 
turpentine in a cup of water 
and treating the individual bird 
with three tablespoon of the 
turpentine and water mixture 
down the throat with eye 
dropper and then let to expel 
the maggots, by locking in a 
individual pen alone. Then the 
next day feed bread and milk 
for two days only. Then return 
to the regular mash again. The 
bird should recover and can 
be turned with the flock again. 

QUESTION The goat eats 
alfalfa hay; could the mold be 
related to that somehow (the 
hay itself isn't moldy, but if it 
does pile up a little, who 
knows what's growing 
underneath it all?)? Should I 
strip the hay? Any & 
all suggestions would Je very 
• appreciated, as this is all new 
to me, & I really want to help 
this hen, & prevent it from 
happening again. 

ANSWER As to the mold 
the only thing is this, if the 
goats get around moldy hay 
they will get sick also. I would 
continue to clean the buildings 
out regularly every week and 
the chickens and the goats will 
be fine. Mold is bad and there 
are some medications for it 
now on the market. I never 
seen a goat that would even 
eat hay from the ground let 
alone eat moldy hay. But 
chickens may scratch in it and 
the fungus from the mold 
comes into their bodies. I 
would say, check *he hay the 
beginning and see if it is clean 
of mold. Also keep the manure 
cleaned out and spread in the 
garden or in the compost pile 
and the chickens will not get to 
the mold. They may have 
gotten moldy corn or grain 
from the goat manure after the 
goats got through with it anH 
that could cause some 


problems. So keep all manure 
spread out and cleaned up, 
including excess hay.
